To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Litherland  during  1963. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good  throughout  the  year. 
262  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  compared  with  356  in  1962. 
Of  these,  174  were  cases  of  Measles,  the  result  of  the  biennial  outbreak 
in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
or  Diphtheria. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  at  19.5  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  19.4  in  1962.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate,  which  was  25.7  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  23.3  in  1962.  The  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  was  13,  of  which 
8  died  within  the  first  month  of  birth. 

The  general  death  rate  was  15.1  per  1,000  population,  compared 
with  14.3  in  1962.  There  were  again  no  maternal  deaths. 

Housing  conditions  continued  to  improve  slowly,  although  there 
is  a  shortage  of  houses  for  all  classes  of  people  in  the  district.  Only 
39  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  of  which  31  were  built  by 
the  local  authority  and  8  privately. 

The  two  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  stand  ard 
of  work,  but  with  the  ever  increasing  new  Acts  and  regulations  with 
which  they  have  to  deal,  more  help  is  necessary,  if  the  work  is  to  be 
carried  out  adequately,  since  at  the  present  time,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  carry  out  all  the  inspections  as  frequently  as  would  be  desirable. 
During  the  year,  they  inspected  3,338  dwelling  houses  for  housing  defects 
and  4,533  inspections  were  made  for  this  purpose.  As  a  result  of  these 
visits  and  action  taken  by  the  local  authority,  450  houses  were  rendered 
fit  for  habitation. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  during  the  year  and  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Live  Births 

There  were  505  births  during  the  year,  272  males  and  233  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  19.5  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  19.4  in  1962.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  18.2 

Stillbirths 

Stillbirths  totalled  14,  or  at  a  rate  of  27.0  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births,  as  against  1 1  still  births  or  at  a  rate  of  20.9  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  still  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.3 

Deaths 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  260  or  an  adjusted  rate  of  15.1 
per  thousand  population,  as  against  249  deaths  with  a  rate  of  14.3 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.2. 

Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  totalled  13,  making  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  25.7  per  thousand  lives  births,  compared  with 
12  deaths  at  a  rate  of  23.3  last  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  this  year 
was  20.9 
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Neo-natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  totalled  8,  the 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  being  15.8  The  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  9  deaths,  making  a  rate  of  17.4. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  this  year  or  last  year.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  year  was 
0.28.

SECTION  2 


General  provision  of  Health  Services  in  Area 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  diseases  are  admitted 
to  Hospitals  in  Liverpool.  General  Medical  and  General  Surgical  cases 
are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  in  Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 
Children  are  admitted  to  the  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  or  Alder 
Hey  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  all  Ambulance 
facilities  in  the  Urban  District.  Modern,  elaborately  equipped  vehicles 
are  in  use  and  a  satisfactory  service  has  been  given. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 

School  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  are  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  administered  locally  by  a  Divis¬ 
ional  Health  Committee,  on  which  Litherland  has  three  representatives.

Water  Supply 

The  Liverpool  Corporation  supply  the  whole  of  the  District  with 
water  excellent  in  quality  and  adequate  in  quantity,  drawn  chiefly  from 
Lake  Vyrnwy  in  North  Wales.  All  houses  are  served  from  the  public 
mains. 

The  water  is  purified  by  slow  sand  filtration,  and  afterwards  treated 
with  chlorine.  Samples  are  regularly  examined  by  the  Liverpool  City 
Bacteriologist,  with  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 

No  difficulties  have  been  experienced.

Infectious  Diseases  , 

During  the  year  1963,  262  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 
The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  262  as  against 
356  on  the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age 
groups,  deaths  and  etc., 

5  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  5  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  8  the 
previous  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  which  continues 
to  be  a  mild  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  63  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  1  case  last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  whooping 
cough. 


There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  1963,  and  none  was  recorded 
the  previous  year. 

Measles 

174  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year  compared  with  331  cases  in 
1962.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  measles,  but  it  still  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  serious  infectious  diseases  of  childhood. 

Poliomyelitis

There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from 
Tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  district. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950  ETC. 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  ,1950,  but  as  a  consolid¬ 
ating  measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation. 
Under  the  Act  the  routine  inspection  of  shops  was  continued  during 
1963,  a  total  of  45  inspections  being  made  during  the  year.  Defects 
and  contraventions  discovered  were  referred  to  the  persons  responsible. 
These  matters  received  prompt  attention  and  were  dealt  with  informally 

At  the  end  of  1963  there  were  287  occupied  shops  on  the  register. 

The  Pet  Animals  Act,  1961

There  are  two  Tanneries  and  ten  Fish  and  Chip  premises  in 
the  district;  there  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  these  businesses 
and  visits  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  from  time  to  time.

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Removal  of  House  Refuse 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Department ;  three  gangs,  with  three  vehicles  are  used.  With  the  exception 
of  Bank  Holidays  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  and  a  twice 
weekly  shop  refuse  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  twenty-three  men  have  been  employed  temporarily 
when  required  owing  to  the  absence  of  permanent  refuse  collectors 
due  to  sickness  and  holidays. 

During  the  year  the  two  Dennis  Paxit  vehicles  were  replaced  with 
two  20/30  cu.  yd.  Bedford/Gibson  Pendulum  Compression  vehicles 
with  diesel  engines.  In  addition  there  are  two  12  cu.  yd.  Dennis  side 
loaders,  one  of  which  is  the  spare  vehicle. 

During  the  year  an  estimated  total  of  8,840  tons  9  cwts.  of  refuse  was 
collected  and  removed. 

Clean  Air  Act.  1956 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Cinemas 

There  was  one  cinema  in  the  district,  which  was  well  conducted. 
Vermin  Invested  Premises 

Where  vermin  are  found,  whatever  treatment  is  most  appropriate  is 
applied.  Fumigation  and  spraying  takes  place,  Gammexane  Smoke 
Generators  are  used.  Water  Miscible  D.D.T.  and  Dieldrin,  and  Dry 
Powder  containing  Malathion  have  all  been  used  and  found  to  be  very 
efficient. 

Disinfestations  were  carried  out  at  262  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  are  no  temporary  dwellings  in  the  District. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Approximately  675  visits  were  made  by  the  rodent  operative  for  the 
purpose  of  disinfesting  for  mice  and  rats,  in  33  cases  there  was  found 
to  be  a  major  infestation,  the  remaining  642  infestations  were  of  a  minor 
nature.
